Now it is not always in the excitement 
ineident to a contested election that 
(principlés win, The personal: qualities 
of the candidates, and the likes and dis- 
likes of their friends abd, sapporters too 
often enter largely into the contest rather 
than measares. It may be unfortunate 
that thie ie 60, but that it is 80 is as un- 
doubted as it is lamentable. We have 
po wish to-be understood that personal 
Qualities in a candidate ought to be 
overlooked; on the contrary we hold 
that certain personal qualifications are 
absolutely essential to any candidate : 
and these are honesty and capacity. Io 
elections, however, owing to the likes and 
dislikes of electors, availability—the qual- 
ity of being popular with the electors— 
very often takes precedence to honesty 
and capacity. Honesty and capacity 
(aud we will not altogether ignore avail 
-ability) being givea, we think that meas: 
ures and not men should prevail. In the 
election that commences to-day we 
would have much preferred to see the 
Island elections conddcted without a 
contest in any district ; for there) 
is a paramount necessity ic our judg- | 
ment to onite the whole Island, 
population determinedly in favor of | 
amending the terms of Confedera- 
tion so as to gain two points—the 
terminus and protection for our farmers — | 
in which the terms of Confederation seem | 
to be Beriously defective. But events | 
have rendered that impussible. Hence | 
we have only to impress on the electors 
the necessity of being certain that what— } 
ever candidate they may vote ~ for, | 
he will use every effort to’ secure both. 
We have already in different issves of 
this joornal expressed oor belief that) 
there ought to be an amendment to the | 
the Terms of Confederation, making it) 
an imperative eondition that the ter-' 
minus of the Troos-Continental Rail-| 
way sball be at Esquimalt and 
Victoria, and that in case it is| 
pot brought via Johnson Straits,' 
that a line of railway shall be coustracted 
between Victoria aud Nanaimo. ‘We! 
consider that this point ought to be 
made the chief point at the election, and | 
no candidate ought to be doubtful on this | 
measure.
